The crowd increased stead- 
ily and waited somberly for word 
from below as rain fell intermit- 
tently on the dreary scene. 


At 2 p.m. e.s.t., Roland C. Luth- 
er, company vice president, said 
“Tt doesn’t look good.” A few 
minutes later, the first bodies 
were brought up. 


About half an hour before the 
blast, 166 other men had gone 
down into the mine. But all these 
escaped, racing upward by foot 
and narrow - gauge railway 
through the twisting miles of tun- 
nels. 


Monday’s tragedy occurred in 
the bay headings section of the 
Pocahontas mine, only about 1,500 
feet from the site of an under- 
ground gas explosion on Feb. 4, 
1957,. which killed 37 men in- 
stantly.

Coweta County, in northwest central Georgia, was created 
Indian lands by legislative acts of 1825 and 1836, ranking 
in order of creation. It was named for the Cowetas or Lower 
Creek Indians. The county seat, 
Daniel Newnan, who fought in the Indian wars and later repre- 
sented Georgia ir the U.S. Congress. He lies in an unmarked grave 
at Green’s Lake in Walker County. 


The original county seat was Bullsboro, located about two and 
a half miles northeast of Newnan on the Fayetteville highway. A

On July 30, 1864, there was an encounter be- 
tween Southern and Northern troops at Brown’s 
Mill, about three miles southwest of Newnan. 


Newnan, a showplace of fine homes, is re-

It has a population of 9,000 (1957 

estimate). Coweta has a population of 28,600 (1957 estimate), and 
ranked 26th in population (1950 census). 
Other towns in the county are Senoia, Grantville, Moreland, 


Coweta County covers 443 square miles, ranking 43rd in size. 
There were 1,501 farms in the county in 1954. Cotton was the 
major crop but livestock enterprises are important to the farm 
economy. Slightly over half the farm land was in woods.

WASHINGTON—Georgia’s popu- 
lation has been estimated by the | 
Bureau of the Census at 3,771,000 
as of July 1, 1957, showing an in- 
crease of 326,000—9.5 per cent— 
since the 1950 census. 


The Georgia rate of increase 
of 9.5 per cent was below the 
national average of 13 per cent, 
but was greater than its sister 
states of Alabama, Mississippi, 
Arkansas, Tennessee and Ken-

Georgia’s civilian population 
was estimated at 3,691,000, for a 
gain of 289,000 or only 8.5 per 
cent since 1950.

Sidewalk Superintendent's Notebook: The hole in the ground 
at the corner of Marietta and Broad streets will start filling up 
with a building in about two weeks, Lawrence Gellerstedt, of 
Beers Construction Co., said. 


Dick Yates, who is labor foreman on the job, explained the 
drilling operation which will put 29 caissons down some 60 feet 
below the bottom of the present pit and 80 feet below street level. 
The drilling is being done by McKinney Drilling Co. “That rig,” 
he said, pointing to a complicated machine, “is turning an earth 
auger down into the ground.” 


The auger bores a hole in the earth in the same way you 
would bore one in wood with a brace and bit. As the hole goes 
down, steel casings are slipped into the hole to prevent caving. 
When the hole reaches the granite “floor” on which Atlanta is 
built, the auger stops. A man is lowered into the hole and drills 
Dib ee ee eee

After the hole is bored and the casings are in place, structural 
steel bars are lowered into the hole to 
which is poured into the casings. Then the casings are pulled out. 
The whole building will be resting on solid grani 
caissons are bored.

The building will be 230 feet high above the street—20 stories. 
The bottom of the pit where the men are now 
feet above sea level, according to Yates. ‘““‘We hit some water about 
40 feet, but after we get down to the bedrock it 
into some of the holes,”” Yates said. 


The part of the hole nearest the Broad and Marietta corner 
has presented the biggest water problem. “‘The holes thére would 
fill up overnight # we didn’t keep them pumped out,” Yates said.

Take cover, ladies, you're un- 
der fire once more. 


A national men’s magazine 
blames women for the decline 
of men. Now, many people of 
both sexes would argue that 
men have not declined, but here 
is what the magazine has to 
say: 


The American male used to 
seem completely confident about 
his manhood, but these days 

; masculinity is more of a “‘prob- 
lem than a fact.” And the rea- 
son why men are preoccupied 
with proving their virility is 
women. 


The magazine compares wom- 
en’s aggressive entrance into 
the men’s world with the march 
of a conquering army. This 
march puts men on the defen- 
sive. And “‘as mothers, they un- 
dermine masculinity through 
the use. of love as a technique 
of reward and punishment.” 


OVERPROTECTIVE LOVE 


But an Emory University pro- 
fessor of psychology had this 
to say: “I don’t think love un- 
dermines anybody, unless ov- 
erprotective love robs a child 
—boy or girl—of being able to 
live on its own.” 


It’s true, continued Dr. Her- 
mon W. Martin, that women 
are more emancipated than they 
used to be. But in general, 
“Raising many of the restric- 
tions represents a wholesome 
change.” 


Much anxiety in the battle of 
the sexes can be understood, 
saiti Dr. Martin, if men and 
women realize the difference 
between the basic essentials and 
cultural definition of masculin- 
ity and femininity. Our present 
day cultural standards — such 
as fashion, jobs, roles in the 
home — have changed. But Dr. 
Martin sees no reason for male- 
ness and femaleness to change 
along with the culture. 


REAL EQUALITY 

“I don’t see any reason why 
men and women shouldn't main- 
tain and develop fundamental 
equality in getting along in the 


world,” explained the psycholo- 
gist. “It is necessary for wom- 
en to be homebodies part of 
the time, just as it is necessary 
for men to venture forth and 
protect the nest. 


“But it’s also natural for in- 
telligent beings to expand their 
functions and enlarge their self- 
esteem. Somewhere along the 
way, an incidental battle of the 
sexes gets started. But women 
have the chance to become 
more wholesome individuals, to 
feel growth and development.” 


UNDESIRABLE 


It is true that man is less 
domineering than he used to 
be, but is this undesirable? 
“Many practices which used to 
be called masculine,” comment- 
ed Dr. Martin, ‘fell within the 
realm of sadism.” 


A minister hit at the men in 
his congregation. Not wishing 
to be named, for obvious rea- 
sons, he declared, “It’s not so 
much a case of women usurp- 
ing men’s prerogative as it is 
men refusing to exercise t\eir 
prerogative. The women step in, 
do three-fourths of the church 
work, and much of it is work 
the men should and could do.”’

‘Some Maids Find Disappointment 


In the Land of the Fat Paycheck 


By JOYCE GEMMILL 


All that glitters is not gold! 
Atlanta maids responding to the 
lure of advertisements promis- 
ing lucrative jobs in New York 


or Miami have set forth in 
droves to seek their fortunes in 
the land of the fat paycheck. 


“Negro women, used to. the 
paternalistic treatment of the 
South, often find themselves 
completely ‘at sea’ in areas 
where they are expected to be 
‘on their own,’ ”’ says Mrs. Wil- 
liam H. A. Andersen, a North- 
erner who has lived in Atlanta 
for several years. ‘““The South- 
erner,”’ she. continued, “often 
acts as counselor, lawyer, bailer 
and loan office for the Negro. 
Northerners; unaccustomed to 
babying Negro labor, often turn 
a cold shoulder to the Negro 
in distress.” 


CATER TO NEGROES 


While many of the restaurants 
north of the Mason-Dixon Line 
claim they cater to Negro cus- 
tomers, those that enter the 
premises are made to feel un- 
welcome. This was summed up 
by a Negro from the South who 
said: “Even though Vm _ad- 
mitted to Northern restaurants 
I know I’m not wanted. Down 
South in my home town at least 
I knew where I stood.” 


Local employment ‘agencies 
are Constantly taced with num- 


bers of Negro maids seeking re- 


employment in the Atlanta area 


after finding themselves strand- 
ed in Northern cities. Long 
hours—sometimes from 7 a.m. 
to 11 p.m.—and a general feel- 
ing of being a “fish out of wa- 
ter” accounted for much of the 
Southward Ho! movement. 


Other complaints included be- 
ing overworked and a distaste 
for working for persons whom

The NCAA even 
lifted the TV’ban on Aubura long enough to allow the Plainsmen 
to'engage Tennessee for the benefit of a national audience and 
several thousand greenbacks. The feeble excuse offered by the 
NCAA was that the contract had been signed prior to Auburn’s 
latest scrimmage with that body. 


If rival colleges such as Georgia Tech‘and Georgia are entitled 
to charge the public $5 to see a team on probation, then that team, 
in my opinion, is entitled to be the champion of the SEC.

When several colleges harvest more fhan a million bucks at the 
box office in one season, college football isn’t exactly an amateur 
spert. Athletic divectors are prone to point out that football must 
% carry the load for the entire athletic program. I’ve never under- 
; stood why a halfback or lineman should pay the price for track, 
td tennis, cross country and other sports: 


; Certainly I don’t condone ‘wild bidding for high school athletes. 
On the other hand, I don’t see anything too alarming about a 


college paying a football player. , 
“a You say that would make them outright pros and kill 
5 amateurism. Well, I have news for you. The PSEC already 


pays ’em $15 a month, plus a full scholarship. In these days 
of inflation $15 a month is about enough to pay movie fees and 
buy Cokes. Either the sum should be cut out entirely, or the 
amount should be raised. If professionalism is sinful, fifteen 
bucks is just as sinful as $100, It’s no free ride, for big-time 
football players earn it. 


‘ Personally, I don’t believe any coach in the conference is now 
“buying” football players. But no coach can check on thousands of 
old grads overly eager to see the old school win. I strongly suspect 
segments of the alumni at all 12 colleges violate the NCAA code 
weekly. The colleges themselves dole out tickets which are usually 
converted into cash. 


The colleges should get their house in order. They're either 
pros or amateurs. If they want to be bona fide amateurs, the 
University of the South at Sewanee has the right plan. No admission 
is charged; they pass around & hat for contributions at games.

of bark would kill the animal 
without leaving a mark on it. 
That required a good eye and 
a steady hand. 


In these modern times, our 
gray dweller of the tree tops 
remains one of the most popu- 
lar of the game species. We've 
come a long way in guns, from 
the old flintlock and percussion 
cap to the precision-made fire- 
arms tooled for the utmost in 
accuracy, with the .22 probably 
topping the list of squirrel 
guns. The .22 long rifle cart- 
ridge is said by some ballistics- 
experts to be the most accurate 
shell made. 


I was one of those nimrods 
who went through the shotgun 
stage for bushytails. When I 
came along, the old 12-gauge 
blunderbuss was used for just 
about every Southern game spe- 
cies, from the tiny jacksnipe to 
outsized buck déer. I got my 
share of squirrels with the 
scatter pellets, too, before I 
could save enough cotton-pick- 
ing (and that’s really what it 
was) money to get my hands on 
a second-hand, single-shot .22 
rifle. It wasn’t until then that 
I discovered what an exciting 
day a swamp full of bushytails 
could give a guy. 


Since those days in the Aicovy 
River swamps, I’ve covered 
some territory and taken a good 
many trophies of North Ameri- 
can big game, but few experi- 
ences have ever equaled the 
satisfaction I got out of my 
squirrel-hunting woodsmanship, 


when I learned to move through | 


the woods so quietly that I 
could find a feeding or sunning 
squirrel before he spotted.me. 


It’s painful to admit that I’ve 
long since forgotten those les- 
sons in patience and stealth on 
the trail. Sticks crack under 
my feet, brush I fail to see 
catches at my hunting coat tail. 
Leaves carpeting the floor of 
the forest are much more noisy

Now, they sound like I was try- 
ing to walk on bags of potato 
chips. All the squirrels in a 
stretch of woods know I’m there 
as soon as I step through the 
first line of trees. 


Perhaps even that has its 
compensations. Now I’m a sit- 
ting bushytail hunter. I prop 
up my stern against the base of 
a big oak or hickory, lay my .22 
across my knees and relax. 
Most wilderness creatures have 
short memories. The woods are 
as quiet as the inside of a 
cathedral when I make my 
noisy entrance. Within a few 
minutes they begin to come to 
life again. The white-breasted 
nuthatch which has ‘“frozen’”’ 
on a nearby tree trunk, resumes 
his probe of insects hiding in the 
rough bark. The troop of chicka- 
dees start slowly and swing into 
their interrupted acrobatic act. 
One by one the other creatures 
stir and the squirrel which flat- 
tened itself on a high limb sits
